Sin cannot be graded or shadeti. Whether you have the lie 
white, grey or black— IT IS A LIE! Whether the sin be paltry, 
ordinary or extraordinary— IT IS SIN! In the sight of God a man is 
a sinner lost or a sinnor saved by grace. 

What is sin 7 Let us define it: it is easy. TO GO AGAINST 
THE DICTATES OF ONE'S OWN CONSCIENCE. That is sin; no 
more, no less. 

Some "respectable" folk abhor the designation "sinner." It does 
not become them. They do not deserve bo harsh a term. Why should 
they be made suffer for disobedience and indiscretion in the Garden of 
Eden. Why should tbe punishment of Adam and Eve be handed 
down through all the ages? Why did God allow sin to defile His 
Creation? Could He not have prevented it? These and other questions 
of similar import must remain unanswered. The most eminent divine 
or the greatest of philosophers can offer no definite solution. He can 
only conjecture. Then why puzzle we our puny minds? Sin IS 
permitted. 

It should suffice us to know tbat sin is here, depraving bodies, 
minds and spirits.

No man can live to himself. His sin will repeat itself over and 
over again in the lives of other people. Dr. W. H. Fitchett says: 
"An evil man radiates wickedness. He taints the general conscience. 
He makes goodness harder and evil easier for everyone about him." 
How often men forget the effect of their own wrongdoing. It is their 
selfishness which obliterates the thought. Every sinful man is ob- 
viously selfish, for selfishness is the root from which spring all other 
sins. 

Sin causes men and women to become debased; to lose their self- 
respect. There is no need for one to illustrate this indisputable fact.

Simple Essentials of Salvation | 

THOUSANDS of books have been written about the relationship 
between God and man, and so much has been said on the subject 
that the facts which are of essential concern to mankind are 
often obscured in men's minds and lost sight of in a maze of argu- 
ments and statements about things which are of little or no importance. 

It is good, therefore, to pause and restate to oneself what knowl- 
edge and experience are necessary to salvation, not only for one's own 
satisfaction, hut in order that one may be able to clearly set them 
before other men. 

They are, after all, most simple and elementary, and within the 
grasp of the most ordinary intelligence., 

In the first place, there is the existence of God; next our own. 
Then that_ somehow or other, in our natural state, we are in opposi- 
tion to Him and instead of obeying, sin against Him. ' But despite 
this He loves us and has made a revelation of His love in the person 
of Jesus Christ, who died for our sins. If we truly repent we may be 
' saved through faith in the Saviour and delivered from the power of 
evil. 

Indeed, it may be put more simply, and vrc may say that all that 
is necessary to salvation is to acknowledge and to repent of sin, and 
to ask God for forgiveness in the name of Jesus. 

The fact of sin and the need of deliverance from it are so uni- 
versally dear that no one who heard that salvation could be obtained 
and did not immediately earnestly endeavor to get it wooM he ex- 
cusable, even if elaborate preparation and the compliance with all 
sorts of complicated conditions were involved. 

But, as it is, the utter simplicity of God's plan robs alike the most 
learned and moat illiterate, presuming they have heard of it, of the 
faintest shadow of an excuse if they miss Heaven and lose their souls. 
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THE testimony of our life is infinite- 
ly more important than tbe teach- 
ing of our lips. What we are is vastly 
more powerful than what we do or 
teach. For it is not so much oy mis- 
taken or adulterated teaching as by 
adulterated living that the progress 
of Christ's kingdom is hindered. 

Tbe wide difference between what 
some declared servants of His profess 
to hold and teach as Truth and what 
they manifest as evidence of its 
power, is the greatest of all hindrances 
to His work.

People whose religion, in spite of 
their devotion and activity, has not 
transformed their dispositions, nor re- 
fined their selfishness, nor tamed their 
tongues, nor sweetened thedr spirits, 
nor sanctified their energies, are the 
foes of Christ and hinderers of the 
progress of His Kingdom. 

People whose self-complacency al- 
lows them to be satisfied with any- 
thing less than the best in their lives, 
who, instead of blending life with His 
teaching and making it harmonize 
with His Spirit, are blurring His 
image day by day before men, are the 
enes who most successfully embarass 
His work in the world. 

For after all it is not so much in the 
Hall as in the home,' the office, the 
street, that Christ is being judged—- 
in us—by man. Better far that we 
should cease to profess to represent 
Him and to fight His battles, than 
that we should make it hard for men 
to believe on Him because the testi- 
mony of our life denies the testi- 
mony of our lips to the power of His 
transfo rming grace.

"And the very God of peace sanctify you wholly ; and I pray God 
your whole spirit and soul and body be preserved blameless unto 
the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. Faithful is He that calleth 
you, who also will do it."— 7 Tkes. v. 23, 24. 



ONE of the most important of the eleven special beliefs of The Salvation Army is that desig- 
nated No. 10, which is panelled in this article. We believe whole-heartedly in the doctrine 
of Full Salvation — that it is the privilege, yea, the duty, of all believers to be truly sancti- 
fied. This doctrine is one of the glories of The Salvation Army. . 

Although this doctrine is a matter which concerns us aii before -we take the first step towards 
becoming Soldiers of The Salvation Army — for every Recruit must sign the Articles of War, 
whereon appears this statement of belief in Full Salvation — it is, nevertheless, very desirable 
that we should at frequent intervals go carefully over the facts concerning this blessing, in order 
to strengthen our faith, refresh our confidence, and stabilize our own assurance as to our posses- 
sion of this wonderful experience. 



OUR GLORIOUS DOCTRINE 

"10. — We believe that it is 
the privilege of all believers to 
be 'wholly sanctified,' and that 
'the whole spirit and soul and 
body' may be "preserved blame- 
less unto the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.' That is to 
say, we believe that after con- 
version there remain in the 
heart of the believer inclinations 
to evil, or roots of bitterness, 
which, unless overpowered by 
Divine grace, produce actual sin; 
but that these evil tendencies 
can be entirely taken away by 
the Spirit of God, and the whole 
heart thus cleansed from every- 
thing contrary to the will of God, 
or entirely sanctified, will then 
produce the fruit of the Spirit 
only. And we believe that per- 
sons thus entirely sanctified 
may, by the power of God, be 
kept unblamable and unreprov- 
able before Him." 



Something Definite and Real 

To begin with, there really is a second blessing, a gift of 
God after the fashion of the gift of Salvation, yet far sur- 
passing it in the beauty of its conception, and hi the power 
of its fulfilment. Sanctification, or Holiness, is something 
just as definite and real as is Salvation. We must definitely 
know our sins forgiven to become Salvationists. We may 
just as definitely know our cleansing from inbred sin, and 
our infilling with the Holy Spirit of God. 

The first step towards gaining this blessing is to feel 
our need of it. This revelation is made to us by the Holy 
Spirit. After conversion there remain in the heart of the 
believer, roots of bitterness, or tendencies to evil. That is, 
although we are saved from sin, we find that our hearts 
sometimes yearn for evil, or else, in moments of sudden 
trial, are prone to fall into sin. We gain the victory, but 
we feel that within us is the desire for evil. Or it may be 
that our hearts are a prey to evil temper, or pride or envy, 
or carelessness, or indifference to the lost souls around. 
Although converted, we perhaps have no great joy in read- 
ing God's Word, or communing with Him. Our religion 
tends to become cold and formal. To all converts there 
comes this feeling of insufficiency, of need, of something 
not quite right. This is the Holy Spirit's way of making 
known to us our need of God's great second blessing. For 
Holiness is complete freedom from all tendencies to evil, 
all roots of bitterness, all indifference, and, on the other 
hand, it is a complete filling with the Spirit of God. To 
describe it another way : Before conversion a man or wom- 
an is under sin ; after conversion he is over sin ; after sancti- 
fication, he is without sin. 

The second step is to realize that Holiness is a definite 
blessing — that God can. entirely sanctify His own, if we 
will but place our whole body, soul and spirit upon the altar of sacrifice. This is not a state of 
soul into which wc grow after years of plodding. We do grow into Salvation. We can never grow 
into Holiness. It is a definite blessing that must come in some definite moment. The Scriptures 
are very plain in their declarations. "Be ye holy, as I am Holy," and "He is faithful and just . . . 
to cleanse us from all unrighteousness." 

No Divided Sacrifice 

After feeling our need, and realizing that God has this blessing for us, we must then conse- 
crate ourselves fully to Him. God cannot accept a divided sacrifice. Ananias's offering — whether 
it be in actual money or in one's affections, or one's will, or one's talents, or one's loved ones — 
can never be acceptable to God. Whatever His call to us may be, our consecration must be abso- 
lutely complete. We must be His, and His alone for time and for eternity. Such a sacrifice He will 
never despise. 

Take God at His Word 

Having definitely placed our lives — all we have, and are, and hope for, or hope to be— on the 
altar for service, we come then to the point of believing God, of taking Him at His word. When 
we sought Salvation, and gave ourselves to God, we then believed Him, believed that He did 
save us. We did not wait for the feeling to come first — our faith took hold of God, and then the 
witness came afterwards. So, in seeking the gift of God's Holy Spirit through Sanctification we 
must believe God, and claim the blessing NOW! We trust God to accept and sanctify the gift 
we offer Him. 

Then, having definitely believed and claimed the cleansing God has promised, we hang on in 
faith, nothing doubting, until God is pleased to pour out His Spirit upon us. He told the disciples 
to go up to Jerusalem and tarry there till the power of the Holy Ghost should descend upon them. 
God often works just like that in the giving of His most wonderful blessing. Sometimes the glori- 
ous, heart-thrilling, all-consuming joy of the Holy Ghost falls immediately upon the seekers, just 
as in Salvation the witness sometimes comes at once. In other cases you nrnst hang on in faith, 
believing and trusting, refusing to let God go. until the witness descends. When it does come, 
the heart sings for joy, the eyes weep tears of heavenly gladness, and the voice trembles with 
emotion too deep for utterance. This is the descending of the Holy Ghoat upon the believer's heart. 
Reader, has this experience been yours? Is it yours this Day? if it is not, rest not, tarry not, 
until the Holy Ghost has come to abide in your heart in power and joy divine.

nf those excellent furnaces that carry 
my surname on the door, but it was 
a goad furnace all the same, and big 
enough for the house. So I didn't 
worry. I borrowed my wife's hand 
mirror and a neighbor's electric flash 
light and a soap box, pulled the smoke 
pipe out of the flue and by means of 
the flashlight and mirror looked up at 
it without taking chances on 'soot — 
and there was Three years of trouble 
for the fellow that built the house! 
There were three other openings in 
that chimney; two ventilating ducts 
and a room g^ate. The victim had 
wasted half his coal, stayed cold, and 
blamed a perfectly good furnace. Re- 
member, a furnace just must have a 
flue to itself. There may be two 
flues, or more, in the same chimney, 
and that's all right, but there isn't 
unything more exclusive than a fur- 
nace with respect to its own little flue. 
"By the way — if you have trouble, 
and your furnace has a flue to itself, 
make sure that there is no connection 
down at the bottom between this flue 
and another one right next to it, so 
the builder saved a cleanout frame 
and door. If he did, you could afford 
to give him one a week rather than 
to leave it Close up the opening be- 
tween the flues, give a chimney sweep 
a job once a year. ;r

Some- 
times the fellow who refused to pay 
enough for a proper installation in the 
first place. Very often the chimney. 
Many times a number of little things 
conspire to spell it all. 

"Often, when I'm visiting some 
friend he'll tell me of a trouble of 
this kind. And as I've grown up 
among furnaces, I can usually put him 
straight, I'm writing this on the oft" 
chance that I can do as much for you. 

"I've heard people say, 'My furnace 
has a poor draught' Certainly! It 
hasn't any at all. Every furnace 
must be connected „with a chimney 
sufficiently large to supply the draught 
and in good shape to do it. If there 
isn't adequate draft, about half the 
coal you put into the furnocs might 
as well be dumped into the lake. 

"The flue must not be less than 8 
inches square or 8 inches in diameter. 
Most smaller chimneys arc no good 
and if your home is bigger than the 
usual eight-room type, you must have 
;i bigger chimney than the 8 inches. 
I know many a Canadian home that 
would be better' off with a slightly big- 
ger chimney, cvtn if it meant a slight- 
ly bigger mortgage.

VARIED HINTS 

Marks on aluminum ware can be 
removed with a cork and a littlp sand. 
Marks on brown shoes can be treated 
successfully with a cork which has 
been rubbed over the inside of a 
hanana skin.

Shabby leather bags may be im- 
proved in appearance by being rub- 
bed with the well-beaten white of an 
egg, and tben with a polish of bees- 
wax and turpentine, the final rubbing 
being given with a soft clean cloth. 

To clean white paint, take a cloth 
rung out of warm water and dip it 
into powdered whitening. Ruh the 
paint with this, tuid then wash off 
with clean water. Polish with a dry 
duster. Never clean white paint with 
soap or soda,

The corks and stoppers of bottles 
packed in a trunk often become loose 
during a journey. A good plan is to 
draw over the top of each bottle the 
finger of an old glove. This should be 
pulled right down and then tied se- 
curely with string round the neck. It 
is almost impossible for a stopper or 
cork to become loose when it is se- 
cured in this way. 

Rancid butter may be sweetened by 
the following method; To -one pound 
add a tablespoonful of salt and a tea- 
spoon of carbonate of soda. Place in 
a clean saucepan and eover with cold 
water. Mix thoroughly and heat to 
boiling-point. Pour into a clean basin 
and allow it to remain until set. When 
you remove it, wipe the butter dry 
with a clean cloth. 

The ends of candles, melted in the 
oven and mixed with sufficient turpen- 
tine to form a paste, make an excel- 
lent polish for linoleum.

VALUABLE VINEGAR 

Some Tips That Every Eoianrif. 
Ought to Know 

APART from its value for cooking 
purposes, vinegar is most ussfcl 
in a number of unexpected ways. ■ 

Who, for instance, would think of 
soaking a lamp wick in vinegar in 
order to make it give a better light? 
Yet this is what you should do with 
a new wiek, or one that does not bora 
well. Soak it thoroughly, and when 
dry, it will be ready for use, bait- 
ing with a much brighter flame ttart 
usual. An additional advantage is , 
that it will not smoke. 

Similar treatment, with equally 
good results, may be given to a gas- 
mantle. Soak for five minutes in white 
vinegar, dry, and then bum off in the - 
usual way. 

The objectionable scent which re- 
sults from the contents of a pan boil- 
ing over on the kitchen range will 
disappear at once if vinegar is sprink- 
led on the spot. 

When eggs are dear, vinegar will 
take their place in cakes. Mix a des> 
iji&itspoonful with a gill of milk, -and ; 
$>ou have a most efficient aubntitute 
for two new-laid eggs. 

Housewives know how annoying it 
is when the potatoes turn black while 
being boiled, as they are very apt to 
do just before the new crop is ready. 
If a teaspoonful of vinegar is added 
to the water when it is on the point 
of boiling, the trouble will be averted. 

DOHT LOSE LOOSE KNIVES 

ONE of the worst things you can do 
tea knife is to immerse it in hot 
water when denning it. If you must 
have hot water for taking fioue 
grease from the blade, just dip UBS in, 
but never on any account the handle. 

If you repeatedly put the whole of 
the knife In hot water, don't be sur- 
prised to find the hlade coming loose, 
and instead of saying it is the fault 
of the firm who turned tbem out, 
blame the person who washed up. 

If the blade does become loose, how- 
ever, the knife need not be discarded 
as useless, for there are quite a num- 
ber of ways in which you can repair 
it 

As scon as you find the blade of any 
knife working loose, pull it from the 
handle altogether. If it won't come 
easily, place the knife in boiling water 
in order to soften the adhesive matter 
holding the blade to the handle. 

When you do get the blade away, ; 
you will find on the end of it a long 
piece of steel, which ib called the 
Steele It is this piece which holds tne 
blade to the handle. 

Most probably there is still some 
sticky stuff adhering to it This must 
be scraped off. Next get some pow- 
dered resin and run it down the Mie 
in the handle. Heat the stock and 
force it into the handle. Then leave 
the knife to cool, and the blade wul 
be firmly fixed in its haft. 

Another method is to obtain so™ 
powdered nlum. Then heat the stocK 
of the blade as before, and cover it 
with the alum. Push it down «= 
handle, leave to cool, and the Bine 
will then be ready for use once more.
